Designed to launch a major 
foad-building program on _ the 
State and local levels, the amend- 
ments would: 

1. Earmark all gasoline and mo- 
tor vehicle funds for highway pur- 
poses. About $21,000,000 of the 

as tax and tag funds now are be- 
ng diverted into financing gen- 
eral government—chiefly schools. 

2, Abolish the State potaeey 
tax, leaving this field to the coun- 
ty and city governments. This 
would cost the State an additional 
$6,000,000 annually. 

The Commissioners urged the 
Legislature to enact “fair and 

ultable taxes to finance the 
State government” when it ear- 
mark the gas taxes and abol- 
ished the State property taxes. 
Many leading Commissioners de- 
cl that a sales tax would be 
the only possible tax to produce 
the money,

not vote on these proposed amend- 
ments unti] November, 1952, there 
is the possibility that income will 
rise or cost government will 
drop to an extent by that 
time that a major tax increase will 
not be necessary, some leaders say.

14 Injured 
In Mobile 
Tornadoes

Twin tornadoes ripped into the 
Mobile, Ala., area yesterday, top- 
pling houses, trees and power line 
poles and sending 14 persons to 
hospitals. 

Far to the north, flood-swollen 

rivers, fed by melting snow, drove 
several thousand persons from 
their homes in North Dakota and 
Minnesota. However. a surge of 
cold air from Canada brought the 
prospect of anomer freeze. This 
would remove temporarily the 
threat of new flood damage. 
. The Alabama tornadoes hit four 
communities on opposite shores of 
Mobile Bay. One battered residen- 
tial sections in the Moffett Road, 
Whistler and Saraland communi- 
ties. The second, of lesser force, 
blasted the § Fort commu- 
nity 13 miles east of Mobile. 


All the injured were in the three 
communities near Mobile. 

Overflows from scores of rivers, 
creeks and ditches spilled over 
lands in western and eastern 
ng Dakota and western Minne- 
sota. 
The area was swept by a bliz- 
zard April 8 and a sharp rise in 
temperatures started a fast thaw. 

The Red Cross declared an emer- 
gency and set up relief stations in 
four cities. It estimated 1,280 fam- 
ilies are homeless.

\five-year period in which he 


claimed an income of $30,000. 
The witness for the Government 
was Carmine S. Bellino, a certified 
public accountant, who worked for 
a Senate Investigating Committee 
during last Summer’s “Five Per- 
center” probe. | 
The Senate inquiry centered on 
so-called influence peddlers—con- 
tact men who charge a fee, usually 
five percent, for aiding business 
men in problems with the Federal 
Government. 

The prosecution contends that 
Maragon lied four times during 
the Senate inquiry into his busi- 
ness affairs. The 58-year-old de- 
fendant is a one-time Kansas City 
bootblack who became a crony of 
President Truman’s military aide, 
Maj. Gen. Harry H. Vaughan, at 
the White House. 


Bellino testified that last July 
28, the day after Maragon appeared 
before the Senate committee, 

gon showed up at a conference on 
Capitol’ Hill and admitted he had 
an account at the San Antonio Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce, 


In his sworn testimony, Mara. 
gon had said his only bank account 
in the 1945-46 period under scruti- 
ny was in a Washington bank.

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‘AR Sales Tax Is the Only Way 


Gov. Talmadge’s concurrence with the 
Georgia Association of County Commis- 
sioners on earmarking all gasoline tax 
funds for road building and abolition of 
the State property tax can be taken to 
mean the Governor is going to push for 
a full revision of the tax structure at the 
next regular session of the General As- 
sembly. This he declined to do at the 
last session. ‘ 

It also means a sales tax is inevitable. 

At present about $21,000,000 of the gas- 
oliné and motor vehicle tag collections is 
being diverted to other State functions. 
The property tax, which the Governor and 
the Commissioners would abolish—and 
rightly, we believe—produces about $6,- 
000,000 annually in revenue. 

Thus the State, if services are to be 
continued at the present level, must find 
means of raising $27,000,000 more tax 
money each year. 

No tax except the sales tax will pro- 
Guce such a sum. 

Although it is politically inexpedient, 
to put it mildly, to advocate a sales tax in 
a campaign, we believe Georgians will 


favor a sales tax provided a complete re- 
vision of the entire antiquated structure 
is accomplished. Gov. Talmadge recom- 
mended that the last session of the Legis- 
lature abolish the State property tax and 
eliminate some 200 nuisance taxes, many 
ef which cost more to collect than they 
produce. However, he failed to make any 
provision for replacing the $6,000,000 loss 
which would result from the State get- 
ting out of the property tax field. 

Georgia could well spend $45,000,000 a 
year on roads rather than the present $24.,- 
000,000 of State funds. 

Gov. Talmadge also is pledged to fi- 
nance fully the Minimum Foundation Pro- 
gram for education as soon as possible. It 
will hardly be politically practical for him 
to increase road funds by such an amount 
without also carrying out his promise in 
respect to education. 

A sales tax, and one not emasculated 
by exemptions, is the only way out. It is 
unfortunate that refusal of the voters to 
face the facts prevents full and complete 
discussion of the issue in the present 
campaign. ; 


Let's Insist on a Settlement 


The United States charge that Russia 
shot down an unarmed American Navy 
plane in the Baltic Sea with a loss of 10 
lives is the only possible conclusion from 
the facts of the case. We think our Gov- 
ernment exercised admirable restraint in 


demanding indemnity and an apology. 
The American demands were drawn only 
after all the facts were analyzed. Many of 
us chafed under the delay, but we now 
have the satisfaction of knowing that this 


country’s contentions will stand up under 
the closest examination. 

The fact is the Russians are guilty of 
murdering 10 of our citizens. Moreover, 
the Soviet airmen responsible have been 
decorated for performing the job. That 
in itself is a fair commentary on the ad- 
versary we must deal with. 

Russia will stall and atempt to wiggle 
out of any settlement. We hope our Gov- 
ernment will insist that a settlement be 
made and Soviet guilt acknowledged.

Commissioners To Press for Reforms 


The men who run Georgia’s 159 counties want to spend all the gasoline taxes on roads, to re- 
quire all automobile owners to pay the property taxes on their cars, and to offer advice to the three-man 
State Highway Board on how to use the secondary road money. Those were the major resolutions 
adopted by the Georgia Association of County Commissioners here yesterday. The Commissioners are 
back home today preparing a fight in the Legislature for two of these suggestions, and hopeful that 
the Governor, by executive order, will carry out the third. 


A bill requiring motorists to show a receipt 
for payment on property taxes on the car before 
receiving a license plate was introduced at the 
recent session of the Legislature. It failed to 
win by only one vote. John Sammons Bell, of 
Atlanta, attorney for the Commissioners, said the 
only reason for its failure was the absence of 
many solons who planned to vote for it. He pre- 
dicted the measure will be passed next January. 
Since more Georgians own cars than pay State 
income taxes, such a law would add many dol- 
lars to the county and State property tax coffers. 

I. Gloer Hailey, of Atlanta, the outgoing presi- 
dent, believes it is wrong, if not illegal, for the 
State to divert gasoline funds for purposes other

It is a wrestling match the like of which has not been seen since 
Jacob wrestled with an angel. The painful fact of it is that Chris- 
tianity, per se, is not doing too well.

The Bishop spoke 
of the missionary zeal of the Communists. It has been many gen- 
erations since' Wesley preached from beer kegs and coal piles to 
masses of .inspired, converted persons. Squads of years have 
marched on over the hills of time since Knox, Calvin, Campbell, 
Luther and others found the ears of millions eager for the Word. 
Today we have a veritable zoo of small and curious sects where 
there is zeal and: shouting and even frothing at the mouth, exotic 
handling of snakes, to test the Lord, and rolling about in a sort of 
hypnotic ecstasy. But when it is over, there is left for them noth- 
ing but the slum or the lonely farm shack and God, who was so 
close a brief time ago, now an old gentleman with a beard far off 
yonder beyond the stars, remote and mysterious. But for the great 
mass of Christians, there is no moving, compelling zeal. 

Christianity is working hard. The will is there. The wish 
is present. The missionaries are sincere and their work is good. 
But, somehow, the zeal to put aside all else and go out and meet 
the challenge head on is not assembled and on wheels. 


Answers The Bishop, a man of deep humility and intellectual 

honesty, said that he did not know the answers. In- 
deed, he stands humbly before those who go to hear him because 
they know that honesty, and tells them he doubts if any man can 
take into his mind all:the factors of the vast social, political, ero- 
nomic and religious problems of the world, pass them through the 
grinding gears of his mental processes and come up with an answer 
the way a business machine produces a slip with the correct figures 
on it. 

With a sort of wry smile he tells of two hasty, on-the-run 
newspaper interviews. The headline from the first said “The 
Bishop Is Confused.” In the next town they asked him about it 
as he sprinted for a plane and he said that he was confused and 
that anyone who wasn’t confused about world affairs was a “nut.” 
He admitted it was hardly dignified for a bishop to appear in a 


headline saying all those who were not confused were nuts, but .*” 


he stuck by it. 
“Beware,” he said, “of those with the ready-made answers.” 


And, alas, there are so many with the neatly tailored answers. rs 


Vacuum there exists in many regions of the world a vacuum. 
Not merely nature, but politicians, schemers, dictators and hard- 
fisted economics abhor a vacuum. In Japan the Bishop.dined with 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur and heard him say that the disappearance 
of the old Japanese religious customs, rites, societies, traditions and 
beliefs had left a dangerous vacuum in the lives, material and 
spiritual, of* the people. He was asking the Christian world, 
Protestant and Catholic, for more missionaries, more teachers. He 
was suggesting to Masonry it send men to organize Masonic lodges 
with their ancient code of moral law. But, even as he urged, the 
Communist zeal was already there—working to fill the vacuum. 

The Bishop saw what any traveler must see. It is that a dis- 
maying, almost frightening number of the world’s population are 
squatting on swollen heels waiting for someone to do something 
about them. 


Challen e The Bishop regrets we did not challenge Commu- 
q nism in China—where the ball was on the 50-yard 
line instead of now being on the 10. Everyone regrets that. But 
as yet none has come forward with a workable plan of how we 
would have met it, short of a large American force to handle the 
distribution of aid so that it would not be dissipated by theft, 
cynical, traitorous sale, and blind greed, as it was dissipated; and 
an army and air force, outright, or disguised as “volunteers” or a 
foreign legion. Many honest minds disagree on that issue. There 
is no ready-made answer. 

The frustrating fact today is that it is our aid which sustains 
Chiang in Formosa. And Mao Tse-tung’s propaganda thereby is 
simplified. It is American aid which bombs them from Formosa. 
So, the next step was the appearance of Soviet aid planes to fight 
the Nationalist planes. For Mao and Stalin the issue is resolved. 

There is simply no answer to that. Our feet are on the path. 
There can be no turning back. And assuredly we could do with 
more zeal, Christian and secular, too,in- meeting the Communist 
assault on the free man whose states serves him, rather than 
making him its choiceless vassal.

Jim sent Rhyne to the outfield and manned first base that 
night himself. The man who had been condemned to the elephant 
yard nearly two decades before belted a home run and a doublé, 


drove in all Moultrie runs and won the game. 


With such pros 


perity as that he refused to hang up his hat until 20 games later, 
At that, he went out with a .289 batting average. 
“Finally,” he said, as if in apology, “my legs just gave out 


on me.” 


The Horrible Error 


Jim Poole is coming back to Georgia 
again this year, not as a player. 


He 


feels that active participation is unbecoming a man of his 55 years, 


silver hair and unwiiling gams. 


He’ll be a sort of combination 


general manager and scout for Newnan’s Georgia-Alabama League 


club. 


It’s hardly more than homecoming, for Jim has been away 


from the State only a season, which he spent scouting his native 
North Carolina for the Philadelphia Athletics. 


This Poole career must have covered more years than any 
baseball has ever known. He started as a boy with a minor league 
club in North Carolina in 1912, when Theodore Roosevelt was 
President, when the Titanic was sunk and before women were 


allowed to vote. 
years later. 


He finished up six Presidents, two wars and 34 
Nearest rival for endurance, according to the books, 


was old Jack Quinn, the pitcher who stayed around the leagues 


for 32 years. 


It should be considered no reflection on the late Mr. 
Spiller that he failed to recognize in Jim Poole the kind of 
superhuman that he was. The error would not have been so 
insufferable had not the tall Tarheel himself tried te show 
Spiller that he was giving away an investment of $7,000, 
which Atlanta had paid the Athletics for Poole the season 
before. Connie Mack had passed him along whien it became 
apparent that a young sprout named Jimmy Foxx was 
equipped with dynamite in his biceps. And the Spiller boot 
was further emphasized the season of 1930, when at Nashville,
